The whole affair grew out of a minor ar- 
rest made by O’ Neill, who says he was doing 
his duty in taking into custody a man named 
Hollander for breaking the Sunday law. 
Devery reprimanded the patrolman in a most 
abusive manner and told him he ought not | 
to have made the arrest; that he ought to be 


ited to upedt the discipline of the force. 
During the arraignment of O'Neill yas 
Devery¢ the patrolman as 
said to his face that $25 would have atteted 
the verdict in the case at trial. 
the policeman, Edward O'Neill, gave the 
tariff for transfers‘ of policemen at $25 a 
transfer, and called the transfers ‘‘ shake- 
downs." Several hundréd transfers at $25 
a transfer would manifestly be a comfortable 


addition to any income, ever large al- 
ready from other sources.

Devery Can Only Recommend. 

The only police official who has the power 
by la® to make transfers is Commissioner 
Murphy. Devery can “ recommend ”’ them, 
and that his recommendations sometimes, 
count may be gathered ‘trom his roaring at 
O’ Neill: . 

“1'1: break you.” When he is not so angry 
he says: * I'll recommend that you be broke."’ 

To transfer a policeman as a punishment 
is usually to send him ten or twenty miles 
away from his dwelling place and family. 
To transfer him for $25 appears to be to

ferred five times since April last. Under the 
burden of $25 fees for transfers, assessments

Were all 
other property-owners to whom the city owes 
money for similar rebates to prove as pug- 
nacious and persistent as has Mr. Givins 
the municipality certainly would be a bank- 
rupt.

Gives Case to Lawyers. 


According to Mr. Givins’ story of the case, 
he first went to Controller Kerfoot, whe sent 
him to Deputy Controller Frost. Mr. Frost 
referred him to Superintendent May of the 
special assessment department, and Mr. May 
sent him back to Controller Kerfoot. Then 
Mr. Givins got tired amd put the matter in 
the hands of his lawyers, Mason & Noyes. 

Mr. Mason visited the different offices as 
Mr. Givins had done, with the same result, ' 
and finally began mandamus proceedings to 
compel the paynient of the money, making 
the Mayor, the Controller, and the City 
Treasurer defendants.. Then, according to 
‘Mr. Givins, there wag more trouble.

There is practically no 
“money available to pay these claims, and 
were it to happen that the other creditors of 
the city were to follow the example of Mr. 
Givins and compel the payment of their 
claims the city would indeed be in a bad way 
financially.

“Dr. Caldas has all along maintained that 
he had found the yellow fever germ in the 
intestines,”” remarked Major Havard today, 
“ whereas all the experiments conducted 
here prove that the germ of the disease is in 
the blood, people having been directly inocu- 


ing with yellow fever.” 


Situation Is Explained. 

Major Gorgas, chief sanitary officer, made 
the following statement: 
“Some confusion has arisen regarding the 
precise position of the Sanitary department 
in connection with the yellow fever experi- 
ments. In March of this year the Sanitary 
department established an inoculation sta- 
tion as Las Animas for the purpose of inoc- 
ulating non-immunes—that is to say, giving 
them yellow fever in order to make them 
immune. This was not an experimental sta- 
tion and is not such, the sole object being to 
effect immunization. 
‘The Sanitary department has nothing to 
do with the recent experiments condu 
by the Yellow Fever commission nor wi 
those conducted by the officials sent by the 
War department to investigate the origin 
and propagation of yellow fever, although 
it did supply the Carroll commission with 
mosquitoes. | 

Will Immunize Any One. 

“The Sanitary department stands ready 
to immunize any one who desires to undergo 
the treatment after the risk has been fully 
explained. It accepts the work of Surgeon 
Major Reed and his colleagues of the Army 
commission as final and does not desire to 
make further experiments in. this direction.

A number of pails of water which were on 
the top floor for use in fires were carried to 
the wall from which the smoke was pouring. 
Whalen returned to the scene soon enough 
to mount the ladder and throw on the fire 
the water the women handed him. The blaze 
was almost extinguished when the Fire de- | 
partment arrived. ‘ 

Before the fire was quenched the smoke 
broke out from the top Of the building and 
pedestrians on the sidewalk thought a big 
fire was imminent. No panic reigned in th 
hotel, although some of the women starte 
hurriedly to packing their clothing in trunks 
in case the fire should spread. 

Neither the firemen nor the management 
of the hotel is able to explain how the fire 
started. It is thought that a match or a 
cigaret may have been thrown carelessly in 
the storeroom, where there,was a quantity of 
rubbish. More than 100 people are staying 
on the three floors of the hotel. Henry Hunt,

He knew no railroad had a 
right to run through a chartered town with- 
out a franchise, and a franchise sometimes 
means revenue. Town revenue is important 
in Hainesville, as the people are so close to 
the local government that the politicians 
don’t get between them and its benefits. In 
fact, it takes all the heads of families in the 
town to constitute a town board. 

The electric railroad, which already has 
its route laid out to Libertyville, is expected 
to cross the “ old plank road” in front of 
the Hainesville postoffice, and to miss the 
town pump by about six feet. For wmslightly

ARBITRATION OFFER REJECTED. 
, It is not surprising that the officers of 


havg rejected the arbitration proposition 
recently submitted to them, not by Presi- 
dent Shaffer but by an outsider, provided 
the plan as published is in all respects the 
one submitted to them. According to the 
dispatches the plan’ contemplated the sign- 
ing of an.“ agreement to arbitrate,” but 
there is no statement of what is to be ar- 
bitrated. Presumably the officers of the 
corporation are not willing under any cir- 
cumstances to.leave it to any three men, 
no matter how unbiased and how experi- 
enced they may be, to, sit judgment on 
all the questions, some of them of a far- 
reaching nature,)which are involved in the 
present controversy. 

There would be more rea @n the 
part of the officers of the corporation to 
listen to arbitration proposals of a definite 
nature if President Shaffer had shown more 
respect for the obligations of contracts. He 
urged for the flimsiest reasons the breaking 
of contracts which had been entered into 
with the association and succeeded in per- 
suading many of its members to act on 
hig advice. He hardly could have made a 
mere impolitic move. His conduct was not | 
calculated to inspire confidence in the readi- 
ness. of the jeaders of the association to 
submit to an arbitrators’ award if it should 
go against them. His conduct has at the 
same time given force and point to the 
demand which has been made in a quasi-of- 
ficial way that the Amalgamated association 
must get incorporated and thus become re- 
sponsible to the extent of its means for the 
violation of agreements before the United 
States Steel corporation will consent to 
have dealings with it. . 

President Shaffer is quoted as saying 
that personally he has no objection to the 
incorporation of the association, but that 
he knows of no law in Pennsylvania or any 
other State which will permit the incor- 
poration of a labor union. He is not a 
lawyer. If he were he would not be so posi- 
tive in his statements, If the present status 
of the association is an obstacle in the way 
of peace, President Shaffer ought to sub- 
mit at once theguestion of incorporation to 
its members. If they have no objections 
he can find a lawyer who will tell him wit 
steps to take to get a charter. But if the 
association is to become incorporated it 
must have a conservative leader or it will 
have many damage suits to look after. 


AUTOMATIC RESTAURANTS. 
Automatic machinery—a shop equipment 
which shall eliminate so far as possible 
from its operation the. element of human 


manufacturer, baffied by incompetent work- 
ers on the one hand and by strikes on the 
other, often looks with a hope of relief. 

The automatic principle appears to have 
been applied to a liniited degree in Ger- 
many, and with success, to restaurants. In 
two establishments now open in Berlin 
the customer, instead of. sitting down and 
meekly watching at a table for a waiter 
to appear and take his order, drops a coin 
in the slot and the glass of beer or_cup of 
coffee flows at his beck. Sandwiches and 
certain other viands are procurable in a 
similar manner. Of course, this sounds 
much like the American cafeteria, but it dif- 
fers in that the Berlin slot machine even 
takes the place of the maid behind the 
counter. 

Whether a real automatic restaurant— 
one, for example, in which the customer 
would deposit his slip, and would then re- 
ceive back on a carrier in a neatly appoint- 
ed covered server his precise order, without 
delay, or flourish, or neglect, or obsequious- 
ness, or accident on the part of a waiter— 
would succeed or not is one of the prac- 
tical uncertainties yet to be resolved. : 

Its moral advantages, however, in repose, 
seclusion, and consciousness of equal treat- 
ment would be great. Perhaps its gains by 
way of cleanliness would likewise be im- 
portant, for presumably there would be a 
clean sweep of the board after each cus- 
tomer, and each new patron would receive 
his order on a fresh bit of spotless linen— 
“or soft paper. It is possible, too, that the 
gastronomic difference—the rapid, compact, 
and heat-preserving service adjusted to ex- 
act ordersin writing, and rendered in com- 
parative quiet instead of in a babel of shout- 
ed orders—would be gratifying.

“The Automatic Restaurant” 
would be a sensation. , 


| A HOPEFUL SIGN. | 

The unexpected has happened in Alabama. 
George Howard, a farmer, member of a mob 
that lynched a negro near Wetumpka some 
months ago, has been convicted of murder 
in the first degree and been sentenced to 
imprisonment for life. During the trial 
Howard admitted his participation in the 
lynching and gave the names of thirteen of 
his companions who may yet be his asso- 
clates in the penitentiary. j 

There is special reason for satisfaction 
with this conviction, because it was obtained 
in one of the four States which have been 
chief offenders in mob murders. If a similar 
result could be reached in other Southern 
States, and Northern ones also—for in pro- 
portion to the number of negroes and the 
degree of general knowledge Indiana, Colo- 
rado, and Kansas are just as conspicuous of- 
fenders as Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi, 
and Louisiana—there would soon be an end 
of lynching and a restoration of the law’s 
authority. 

The Alabama conviction, taken in connec- » 
tion with recent legislation and with execu- 
tive action in support‘of Sheriffs in that and 
some other States, shows that there is a 
radical change of sentiment on the part of 
State authorities, and that they are waken- 
ing to a realizing sense of a new and alarm- 
ing danger confronting them—the danger of 
mob law in the place of legal justice. So far 
as the negroes themselves are concerned 
lynching only leads to blind and fierce re- 
gentment. So far as crime is concerned it 
does not haveany deterrent effect. “On the 
contrary,” say the State of Columbia, 8. ©., 
and statistics confirm its statement, “ there 
is reason to believe that if lynching has any 
effect at all it is to promote crime.” Other 
prominent Southern journals take the same 
view, and it is the correct one, demonstra- 
ble by the criminal] records of every State in 
which lynchings occur,

THE CHURCH GETS THE MONEY. 
‘Last year Mise Helen ©. Brush of New 
York City died, leaving a will by which she 
gave $90,000 to the Christian Science 
Church of that city and less than $20,000'to 
relatives, some of them quite near ones. 
The validity of the will was contested on the 
general ground that undue influence had 
been exerted on the testator by persons be- 
longing to the church in question, and on 
the further ground that she was laboring 
under “insane delusions.” Testimony was 
presented to the effect that she believed 
firmly that all the blood might be drained 
out of the body and the bloadless individual 
live without the least inconvenience, if he or 
she was 4n intelligent Christian Scientist, 
It was contended by counsel for the relatives 
that such a belief was incompatible with 
sanity and testamentary capacity. Several 
medical ‘experts ‘were of this opinion, and 
one of them asserted that belief in the truth 
of Mrs. Eddy’s teachings was-an insane de- 
lusion, ‘ 

Nevertheless, the Surrogate has sustained 
the will. He does so on the ground that, tio 
matter how much opposed these teachings 
may be to the beliefs or notions of others, 
“they are founded on the religious convic- 
tions of those professing them. This being 
so, the court cannot say that these persons 
are mentally unsound. The truth or falsity 
of a religious belief is beyond the scope of 
a judicial.inquiry.” ‘ 
This is a sane conclusion. If courts were 
to hold that religious beliefs, when they 
conflict with the teachings of modern 
science or common sense, are evidence of 
incapacity to make a will a great many 
wills would be broken. It is quite possible, 
as one of the medical experts who testified 
said, for a person to believe all that is writ- 
ten about Jonah and the whale, or to be- 
lieve that miracles are worked by the bones 
of saints, and yet be a# sane as one who 
has ho such beliefs. 

Common sense teaches that when the blood 
is all out the man must die, and if a person 
who had no religious beliefs at all were to 
deny this he might well be called the victim 
of an insane delusion.’ But if a person be- 
longs to a church which incidentally teaches 
highly unscientific and nonsensical doctrines 


‘then his belief in these doctrines is not evi- 
dence of insanity, especially, so long as he | 


refrains from putting these doctrines to a 
dangerous test. If the woman whose will 
had been upheld had cut her veins to let the 
blood run out, so as to prove that she could 
live without it as well as with it, then the 
court could with better reason “have been 
asked to pronounce her mentally unsound,

The 
appropriation, if wisely used, will do much 
toward bettering the service of the citizen 
soldier. 

The Washington dispatches state that the 


will suggest plane for the radical reorganiza- 
tion of the militia of the different States.- 
Regularly every year for more than a decade 
suggestions have been made for the better- 
ment of the militia service, The plans com- 
ing from Washington almost invariably have 
included a proposition practically to make 
the State soldiers a sort of subsidiary force 
of regulars. There has been always strong 
objection made by many people to the War 


that It might lead up to the maintenance of 
a great standing army. The national 
guardsmen themselves know best the weak- 
nesses of the State service and how best to 
put strength in the place of weakness. 

The first great step toward making a 
strong militia is to so fix the tenure of office 
of the commissioned officers that they shall 
not be dependent for their positions upon the 
eaprices of the men whom they command. 
The officers should be appointed and not 
elected, and should hold office during good 
behavior. More than this, they should be 
paid enough to make them take a deep in- 
terest in their work. As it is today a Na- 
tional Guard officer does not receive enough 
money in the course of a year to pay for a 
respectable fatigue uniform. It is not with- 
in the range of reason that a man should hold 
the same disciplinary hand over subordi- 
nates upon whom he is dependent fér his po- 
sition that he would hold were he independent 
of the thought of officers’ election nights and 
the men’s votes. There are many things 
which might be done to improve the National 
Guard service, and most of these things 
can Ye done by the States themselves.

SEWER GASES CAUSE OF FEVER. 


Correspondent Argues That Lack of Ven- 


tilation in Pipes 
of Disease. 


Evansville, Ind., Aug. 27.—[Eéitor of The 
Tribune.]—In Tus Trisune of the 20th inst., 
in an editorial on the “Danger of Impure 
Water,” the statement is made that “the 
records of the Health department show that 
an increase in typhoid cases always follows 
a season of heavy rains.’’ The conclusion 
drawn from this ig that a polluted water sup- 
ply is the sole cause of the fever. I do not 


' wish to minimize the importance of pure 


water or the necessity of boiling that used 
for drinking, but other cities have had a like 


| experience of typhoid fever following sum- 
‘mer rains where the sewage of the city was 


not discharged into the source of its water 
supply. 

Mr. William Brown of England, in a 
pamphlet entitled “The Sanitary Problem 
from the Sewer-Gas Point of View," dis- 


cusses the question elaborately with clrarts. 


and tables showing the rainfall. He says: 

“* Sewage in transit ferments and gives off a 
gas which becomes progressively noxious 
and dangerous. The average amount of this 
gas im the case of London—namely: that gas 
which bubbles up from the sewage into the 
sewer air daily, is more than 8,000,000 cubic 


feet. The average temperature in London 
gewers is about the same summer and win- 
ter, dnd may taken as between 52 and 55 


degrees. 

So long, therefore, as 
ature is sufficiently low to make the outside 
air denser than the air in the sewers, natural 
oxidation will go on,.as the heavier atmos- 
pheric air will descend through the lighter 
sewer air according to the difference of their 
respective densities. When the outside tem- 
perature rises to 65 or 70 degrees, or even 
higher, to expect atmospheric air to sink 
down through the sewer air would be the 
game as to expect cork to sink in water. Then 
we are liable to danger from sewer gas."’ 

In discussing a chart showirig the rainfall 
he says: “ For twenty-two days following 
the 12th of June there was no rainfall, and 
the manufacture of sewer gas went on un- 
interruptedly and highly dangerous develop- 
ment was reached, gas of the worst descrip- 
tion being now contained in the sewers. 
When the rain came it did the flushing with 
results to be noted. Rain, it will be seen, 
fell on ten successive days, from the 8th to 
the 18th of July, and the sewage level rose 
so that the bad 3 which had been formed 
for twenty-two ys were driven out and 
mixed with and vitiated the atmosphere. 

“Within a few days after the di@charge 
of the volume of sewer gas an epidemic of 
typhoid occurred in the West End of Lon- 
don, and on the 19th of August Lord Granby 
questioned the President of the Board of 
Trade as to the prevalence of typhoid in his 
district. The connection between the two 
phenomena is too obvious to be passed over. 
Modern sanitary science has done wonders, 
but it is evident to every one that modern 
sanitary practice is radically at fault some- 
where. The root of the fault lies with the 
sewer gas difficulty, and the cure of the fault 
is to be found in the absolute prevention of 
sewer gas—in other words, the continuous 
and proper ventilation of the sewers.”’

In both cities a rain quickly 
filling the sewers crowds out the gas, as 
though driven with a piston, either into the 
streets or houses, and in both the rain is

According to a statement made to the 
board, Mr. Cook has been assessed on 
$214,000, which he claims should be exempt, 
and because the board refuses to allow him 
an exemption on this amount he now wishes 
to take the matter before the 
In order that his suit may reach the Supreme 
Court his.charges or claims must first go to 
the Auditor of State, who must 
whether or not the claimant has a case. 
These claims must be in the nature of a state- 
ment from the Board of Review. 


Claims Double Taxation. 

Mr. Cook’s chief claim for recognition be- 
fore the Supreme Court of the State is; in 
effect, that he has been subjected to double 
taxation on $214,000, which he received from 
the sale of a ranch in California and on 
which he asserts that he has paid taxes in 
that State. ‘The proceeds of the sale went 
in part paymeft for large real estate pur- 
chases recently made by Mr. Cook in Chicago. 

‘The circumstances of the case are best set 
forth in the statement rendered to the Board. 
of Review by Mr. Cook. He says that on 
March 1, 1901, he was the owner of notes to} 
the extent of $240,000, which bore interest at 
the’ rate of 7 per cent per annum. ese 
notes were secured by mortgages held by him 
on the land in California, which had figured 
in the original sale. 

The laws of California previde that the 
owners of all personal property, regardless 
of residence, shall be assessed, and ac- 
cordingly he was compelled to pay a tax of 
-§2,400 on this amount. Later he discounted 
rthe notes for cash and brought the money 
with him to Elgin. In his original schedule 
for Kane County his wealth amounted to 
$20, a bicycle and a watch being valued at 
this sum. He did not mention the cash, but 


—-| was required by the Elgin Assessor to return 


it along with the rest of his property, first 
having mate a second return for $93,000, 
which was rejected. He complied with the 
request of the Assessor under protest, and 
appeared before the Board of Review with 
the result that he was not permitted to rest 
from taxation on the money in ques- 
on.
